Great Losses to Shipping, Buildings and 
Crops In Queensland— Great 
SufTering. 

r.iiNDo.N', March 2. — A special dispatch 
from Brisbane, Queensland, says that 
the gales and floods have caused a great 
deal of damage in and about the seaport 
of Townsville, in the northeast part of 
CJueensland. Seventeen vessels in that 
harbor foundered ; one of them went 
down with the ])HjS.H»Migers :ind crew. 
Houses on shore were razed to the 
grt/iUul. 

The loss by the iomnieringof four pas- 
senger steamers is e^limated at £500,000. 
The sinking of these vessels with 
their nas.sengersand crew viras witnessed 
by many persons on land, and occurred 
in plain view of the other vessels in 
hiirbor. No attempt at rescue was pos- 
sible, owing to the tremendous gale 
blowing at the time. 

Uejiorts from other points along the 
coast tM)nlirni jirevious di.spatches re- 
garding the great loss to shipping and 
daiiiagt? to huildiiitis, but little loss of life, 
li(jwever, is known to have occurred, 
with the excejition of the instance 
already mentioned. The loss to the 
crops in some parts of tliecolony will be 
complete and great suflering is experi- 
enced among the poorer classes in the 
devastated districts. The great hc:tl has 
abated and a cessation of the destructive 
gales is looked 'for.

KISSING THE MANTLE. 

Tbt Sultan Pertorms This Most Imposing of 
Ceremonies. 

Co-Nsr.t.vTi.sorbi;, March 2. — The visit 
of the Sultan to the Topkapau palace in 
the Stamboul quarter, upon the occa- 
sion of the Mid-Ramazin festival, to 
perform the ceremony of kissing the 
prophet's mantle, passed oil" without 
any hostile demonstrations, in spite of 
the fears that have been entertained of 
a conspiracy, and the elaborate jirecau- 
tloii.-s which have been ttiken so prevent 
it. Altogether 1,000 ariests have been 
made of suspected con'-pirators. They 
will, however, be liberated to-morrow. 
The most elaborate police arrangements 
were taken and the Sultan was sur- 
rounded by an unusually large escort on 
his way to Topkapau palace. It is was 
noticed that the Armenian school chil- 
dren, who usually line the route of the 
Snitati's inarch on the oe<u-sion of this 
ceremony, were absent to-day. 



DESTRUCTIVE WHIBLWISD. 

An Immense Amount of Damage Dons in 
Cuba. 

II.\v.\.\-.\, March 2.— .\ terrilile whirl- 
wind passed through the town.s of Kada,s 
and Los .\breus at 7 o'clock in the even- 
ing of February 28, iloing an immense 
amount of dnmage. These towns are 
situated in the southwest part of the 
province of Santa Clura. In Radaa the 
wind destroyed forty houses and injured 
a large number of persons. Among the 
injured was the lieutenant of the detach- 
ment of civil guarils. The wife of the 
military comiiiaiuler of the jilace was 
so seriinisly wounded in the head that 
she lias since died. The warehouae of 
Montalvo and theHtation platforms were 
destroyed. In Dos .Abreus the damage 
to property was even greater. A large 
number of houses were entirely demol- 
ished. A white woman ant', a negro were 
killed and liftcen iiersons were seriously 
wounded, many also having diaappenred. 
The people who had their homea de- 
stroyed took refuge at the fort. The 
money loss from the whirlwind has not 
been estimated, but it is known to bu 
immense. The inhabitants are in a 
pitiable condition. Theirloss on crops is 
very large.

Ni;w VouK, Feb. 29.— The Atlas 
steamer Ailsa was rim down at 2 ;!iO 
o'clock to-day by a French line Ktcairuir, 
supposed to be La Bourgogne, wlii'^ an- 
chored in the channel off Fort Hamil 
ton. The steamer which struck the 
Ailsa pulled away and disappeared in 
the mist. The Ailsa earrieti a crew 
of 40 men and there were ]■) i)as- 
Bcngers on lirjard, three of vvhoni wei'C 
women. The Ailsa left her pier in this 
city at noon to-day bound for Iviiigaton, 
Jamaica, heavily laden with freight 
dense fog prevailed in the bay,and Capt. 
J. W. >iorris, aa a lirotection against 
disaster deciiled to anchor until the fog 
lifted. The [lassengera had just finished 
dinner when cra.sh came. There was ab 
Bolutely warning until the big black 
hull of the liiier loomed un out of the 
iiiiat, and struck the Ailsa about 40 feet 
from the bow on the port aide. Ten 
minutes after the last person had left 
the vessel the Ailsa sank. Her siiioke 
stack and upper parts are visibU 

Hardly had the steamer Ailsa disap- 
peared from view in the watora of the 
Narrow.? when two otiier steannirfl came 
iiicollision hardly three-ipiarters of a 
mile from the scene of the lirst accident 
The George \V. Clyde, of the Clyde 
steamship line, was run into by the 
Guyandotte of the old Dominion lino 
fleet, and had to be run nshore to pre- 
vent herslnking.

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1S9G. 

Whereas by virtue of tbe " Municipal A ct, 
1S92," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under the conditions contolaed therein, 
borrow from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of tho 
JIunlclpallty for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of Interest as may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expcudiiuro o( the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
an:nial revenue before the revenue (or the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of taxes upon 
land and Improvements or real property, as 
shown by tho revised assessment roll of the 
.Municipality ol the City of Victoria for the year 
1893, was $2o2,519.0o: 

And whereas to meet the current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1896 payable out of the annual 
revenue beiore such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers. It Is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum oT 
money not exceeding |120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the oity of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: — f 

See. 1. It shall be lawiul for the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Jlayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon the 
credit o( the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, llrm or llmis, corporation orcorpor- 
Htions,whomay be willing to advance the same, 
the sum of {120,000 in such amounts and at sneh 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, in the opinion of the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be required, 
bearing Interest at a rate not exceeding live per 
centum per anuuih. 

Serf 2. The money so borrowed shall be ex- 
pended in defraying the current legal expenses 
of the said Corporation for the year 1896, and 
shall, together vrith the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the Slst day of December, 
1896, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. .S. The amount so borrowed, and Interest 
Uiereon, shall be a liabillly of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of tbemuulclpnl revenue for 
the current year, 1896, and the form of obliga- 
tion to bo given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to the said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes as the sums 
may bo required, signed by the Mayor and the 
I'nianco Commiitee and the Clerk of the said 
Corporation, and bearing the seal of the said 
Corporation, all of which notes shall bo made 
payable on or before the ,11st of December, Ihm;, 
and a notice shall be written or printed ou ine 
back of the note to the ellect that tho liability 
of tho said Corporation Incurred by siikl 
promissory note or notes shall be a liability 
payable out of the municipal revenue for tho 
year 1896. 

Hoc. ■!. In the construction of this by-law tho 
expressions "laud" and "Improvements" and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the "Mtiiiioipal Act.

A graphic descriplion of the dangers 
and uncertuintiea of life and ])roperty in 
the island of Cuba juat now is given in a 
letter which Major li.

We 
were sitting ou my verandah enjoying 
tlie view and the cool afternoon breeze 
waiting for '1 o'clock to take the train 
down tn the laiiding so that the 
captain and ])urser could take our little 
steamer back to town, when I observed 
smoke rising over the hill. Going to 
the telephone I discovered that our line 
to town was cut. This was a bad sign, 
and as it evidently was a set fire I order- 
ed the men out to put it out. Mean- 
while one of our men came in and said 
that tlie tire was a(^t by onlera of iMaximo 
Gome/, so that it was not to be put out. 
I ordered the men to go ahead and put 
out the fir(!, remarking that 1 was not 
taking orders from M. Gomez juat yet. 

" Hughes went with the men while I 
took the captain and purser down to the 
train and saw them safely ofl". Coming 
back I stopped at the fire and helped 
Hughes to get it down and then repaired 
the cut line. This was the commence- 
ment of the fun. Five days later the 
whole jilace was burned over from one 
end to the other, and they threatened to 
burn the batey and buildings. 

"Then I petitioned for troops, built 
forts, armed guerrillas and started to de- 
fend the place. The policy of neutrality 
failed as It always must fail in revolu- 
tions or civil wars, because the toji of 
the fence is entirely too shaky for a man 
of average ability and intelligence to ait 
on when strong parties are pulling at the 
posts. T have had some exciting days 
miming the gauntlet on the river with 
arms and amniunitioti for our guerrillas, 
because^ the rehcla have an encampment 
bftwet-ii ua and the river's moutli, and 
in defending the batey against attacks. 

"On .January 4 they came arouml 300 
strong and fired at us from 000 yards' 
diataiice; no casualties. .Vfter tliia I 
stuck u|) posta around the place at -100 
yards' distaiK'e to get an idea of ranges, 
ami whitewashed the siile facing us. I 
forgot to tell you that the batey is quite 
well defended, a large stone fort capable 
of holding 100 men and proof against 
li^'ht artillery on one side, on the other 
a tcm|jorary fort of iron plates, backed 
hy sand bags, to hold 20 men; and at 
eacli end ot the batey a masonry house, 
loop-hulod for musketjy, ami the whole 
placed fence<i in to ])reveiit sudden at- 
tacks, as the iiiHurgents are all mounted 
men. The fence is composed of stout 
))oat8 and railroad track spiked on, 
topped by barbed wire. Infantry coukl 
rush it easily enough, but it would i)rove 
awkward for cavalry, jnu ticularly under 
lire. The situation of the factory per- 
mits each fort to cross fire with two 
others and at the same time enfilades to 
* 8, great exteint the fence. 

'."^^The only trbuble with the defence is 
that the place is situatejl, in a hollow, 
with the crests of the suWopnaiiig jhills 
at distances varying from' 460 to '800 
yards from the defences. The defences 
themselves cover an area of HO ) yards 
hy dOO yards long ; thus, you see, hos- 
tile fire' can take the fort in the rear and 
two sides, which are commanded by the 
hill-tops, makiiig the defence against a 
determined attack with suflicient force 
impoEsible. My only hope in such a 
case would be to seize the hills them- 
selves and hold them against an enemy 
until reinforcements could arrive. How- 
•ever, I trust that we are too insignificant 
for the insurgent army to waste time 
on, and the only people we have to look 
out for are the wandering bands of negro 
robbers, who swarm in the countrj- just 
now, renderiim travel by land anything 
but Paf(! for solitary travellers. 
"On the If'th of la-t mnnth a congre- 
;gation of the aforesaid robbers uuder- 



that they had been fired on. The 
guerillas were ready and I took 
my rille and went out with 
them. We struck the rehe 
the brushwood about half a mile from 
the batey and in full view of my house 
and gave the women folk an object lea- 
son in skirmishing. Our fellows chargec" 
in on the rebs yelling "viva Espana!" 
The firing was quite hot for a minute or 
two but the rebs could not stand it and 
again turned and ran and we chased 
them for a mile or two when they dis- 
persed. 

" Along about f) :30 p.m. (|uite a large 
band made their atipearaiu'e on the liill 
son yards away ami commenced a hot 
fire ; the hullets wlii/.zed overhead an<l 
whacked into the earth all around us, 
while 1 got the ladies out of my house 
which is woollen and into the main 
house which is stone. The sol- 
diers were already replying to the 
fire. It did not last long; 
one of the insurgents got knocked oil' his 
horse and the rest thought the top of the 
hill to close to us and went off further, 
to a cane field, which they set fire to and 
yelled fearftilly for five minutes or so, 
carrying as we afterwards heard six 
wounded tied to their horses. Altogeth- 
er ill the (lav's work they lost four dea<l, 
several wounile*.! and some horses, while 
we were without injury to report. Two 
days ago they again sel tin? to our canes ; 
next day the [^iierrillas came across a 
hand of ihem ami again disi)er8ed them, 
killing one, wounding two, and captur- 
ing another. Half our cane has been 
burned, say .$150,000 worth, and men are 
too frightened to go into the fields to cut 
just now, so until Spain gains some de- 
cided advantage we cannot think of 
working." 

REVOLT IN NICARAGUA. 

Complete Rout of the Rsbel.s Under General 
Ortiz -Caiitiire of ArtiUery. 

.■\I.iiN.V(;i A, Nicaragua, March -. — After 
six hours' fighting at Matearis and Na- 
u'arote the covernment forces have com- 
pletely ronteil thi' rebels under General 
Oi tiz and have ca|)tured a poi-tion of the 
rebel aitillery. The rebels were com- 
mamled by (iencral Oiliz in person. He 
is ail ex-presi(i(!nt and was banished by 
President Zelaya abcjiit a year ago, 
and recently landed in Nicaragua and 
is the leader ot the revolt of the Leou- 
ists. Matearis and NaganHe were re- 
cently captured by the governiiKUit 
forces and occupied pending the ad- 
vance of the iiiiiiii body's of tlie Presi- 
dent's army. The enemy's force con- 
sisted of a'nout 1,000 men, ami the two 
towns mentioned were held by aljoul an 
equal number of government troops. 
The bitter were commanded by (iem-jals 
Paiz and ICstrada. The lire? of the gov- 
ernment troops caused heavy loss among 
the rebels, 500 of whom were killed and 
wounded. The loss on the government 
side was considerably less. The rebels 
were completely defeated and were 
driven to Paz on the route to Leon. .

ArchbiBliop Irel.ind's Definition ol the Latest 
Decree Reiinrdiny; Them — Objections 
10 OcUll'ellows and Pytliians. 

St, 1'.m-|., March 2. — ,-V rc'liliishop I re- 
lainl's attention having: Ijccn callcil ti 
the iiifoiniation taken from the Keview 
of Chicago, regarling the decree on 
secret socieliep, admitted that the decree 
alhidcil to was authentic. He had him- 
self rei'eived an odicial coi)y ami lia'l 
con mi unii-aled the con lent. tn t lie pric.-T .'■ 
ol his jurisdiclicin , While the Calliulie 
cliuicli cleaily liesir-es, the Ar^hlli^lln|; 
flirt her sail 1, to hi iM liiT menihers aluol 
li-iiiii tlu.'se soi'ic't icH, she allows all possi- 
ble consideration fur tlie iudiilgeiit ap- 
plicittiun of her priiiuijilea as far as those 
prindples will allow. The previous de- 
crees coiideirniitory of tlie Kniiihts oi 
Pylliiiis and Sons of Temperance are 
modilicd in two important points. 

1. Catholics who joined these societies 
before their comliMiiiiatioii, ami wlm, hy 
total scv(!raiu'e wii h them would sailer 
serioii.s ilclriiiieiit, arc now allmved to 
leave tlici;' names on the rolls of the 
societies, payiii;,' into tiKun their dues 
and as.se.'ismenis, all other participation, 
however, beiii'_' Ht>ll jirohiliileil, 

2. In particular cases, where cxtra- 
ordiiKiry dilliciilLiea would arise from a 
compliance with the letter of tlie coii- 
deinnation, it has now adjudicated final- 
ly by a tribunal of delegates in Washing- 
ton, instead of having to be referred to 
the congregation at Eome, whieli beinir 
remote is far less able to understand our 
local circumstances and the complica- 
tions arieiiig from them. 

In the Archbinhop's opinion, the only 
objection of the ehurcli against the soci- 
eties of Odd l-'allowB ami Ivniglits of 
Pythias is found in their lelifiioiiH fea- 
tures, which eventually transfer them 
into religioiia sects or churclieH. These 
aocititicH should iciive out from their 
oonalitiitioiiB and rituals all mention of 
altars, chaplains, Bibles, etc., ainl ad- 
here excluaivKly to the ])iimu purpose of 
benevolent^o and lirollierly counsel. In 
SO doing the societiea would be strength- 
ening the work of the church, remove 
needless and ofTenaive barriers and invite 
to theJnnenibersliip men of all classes 
4ind all creeds. " May he,'' said the 
Arcbhishop, a lioneful smile li^^htiiig up 
lihs coiintenaiico, all the jicople con- 
cerned ill the matter will work in a wm- 
oiliatory spirit and that all coiUentioiis 
and recriiiiination will cease."

The i-hicl' interest in last evening's nieet- 
iiij,' (if tlie city council centred in the reso- 
lution lirouyht forward by Aid. Williaiiis 
having for lis object the abolishment of the 
aldennniiic indeiiiiiity, which resolution 
toiinil lull t hrec friends at the lioanl. and 
eonsniuioilly was lidiirle-siy defeated when 
il eaiui' to the vote. All the alderiiieii were 
present fur the meeting' and the proceed- 
ings lasted throe bill hours, llie rcadiii;,' of 
the ininiiles being (lispeii-sed with by con- 
sent. 

First ill the order of eoinmiinicatioiis 
were a series of letters from Hon. .1. 11 
Turner, H. I). Helnieken, Q.C., M.IM'.,jiiul 
others, aeknowledginj; the eouiicirs siig- 
gestions for amendments in the nmnieipiil 
act, and pruniising that these would receive 
early :mcl can-l'ul coiisidenition. 'I'Ik'H 
came a letter from the \Viniiipet; Klectro 
Plating and N'ovidty Maiiufaetiiring Co.. 
per A. C. Foster, asking what iiiducenients 
N'ictoria wotild oiler fur the location of 
their maiiufactury in this city, anil slating 
lliat fniiii 10 to 2ii skilled artisans are hy 
this iiuliistry given employment all the 
year round. The cummunieatiun was re- 
ferred to the linanec comnuttee. 

Charles Colfax, of 04 Xorth Chatham 
streec. asked the ear of the eotineil for a 
ciimplaiiit in regard to the manner in wliich 
the street work is apjiortioned by Inspector 
T\'ilson, alli-giiig that emplnvmeiil Is nb- 
tained \iy " tippiiig " the iiisiit-ctnr.iind sug- 
ge.-liiig thai the enmpiisitiiui of Uiestrei't 
twices should be completely changed at 
lieiitieiit inlervttls. As Mr. L'olfux's letter 
i iiiitatiied serious accusations against In- 
-pectioWikson tfie clerk was reqiieste<l to 
demand from him ))roof of these charges or 
else an adc<piate apology. 

(iraliaiii l.anipbell again urged the coun- 
cil to tllijioiiit a H|)eidai committee wilfioiit 
bias against him, to investigate his charge.-^ 
ill connection with tlie capability of Chief 
Ueasy ef the lire depart mi'iit , and com- 
plained that he hail been rcd'iisi'd p"riiiis- 
sioii to s<'e or copy the liri' warden's leport 
in coll iieciioii with iheir recent iiii|uiry. 
The coinimiiiicatioii also contained numer- 
ous suggestions of other j)roceedings calcu- 
lated to prove expensive to the city, in tlie 
event of his demand for a special commit- 
tee hi ing again denied. Tne letter was 
tiled, the clerk being instructed, however, 
to luriiish a copy of the report referred to. 

In accordance with the recent decision of 
the council. City clerk Dowler iircseiUcd a 
meiiioraiidiim of haters referred to the 
streets committee during the week, as io!- 
lows: Ffoiii .lames Sidlick, eomphiiiliiig of 
the col dilion of King's road; I'.

In a series of reports from the liiiaiice 
eoiiiiiiiltee appropriations to the total of 
i;s,><ii.2l were recommended for payment, 
Ihe last vote, of 4; 1 ,270.(1.') out of the Water- 
works lii.Lii. being iiiti. tided as pavment ill 
lull to Mr. ti. v.. .loi-geiiseii for his' services 
as engiiii'er at Ihe Heaver lal;e w ;i te rWorli s. 
In Ihi,- ronnectioii .Mil. I':.rlriilge asl;e.| :tii 
e.\ planai iiiii - did ilie eitv lose money 
lliiougli li.iviiig dispensed with -Mr. .lorgeii- 
sen's services prior to the compleloii of the 
work ■/ 

Al.li. Wll.l.lAMH. chairman of the com- 
mittee, explained that this amount was ac- 
eeptabic to Jlr. Jorgeiisen and at the same 
time strictly in accordance with the terms 
of the agreement between that gentleman 
and the corporation. Ihd'erence to the con- 
tract sliowed lb is si alemeii t to be eiilindy 
correct and 1 he approprial ion [assed, ih'e 
.Mayor replying to a question of Aid. Wil- 
liams that ail the working plnns and speci- 
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lientions are in the possession of the city. 

The last of the series of reports from the 
linaiicocotkunjltee reconimeuded the', cut- 
ting down of, the telephone liit, by nine 
iiisiruihents— tho.se in the residences of the 
ehieror police, seigt, of pohco, city en- 
gineer, police magistrate, iioumlkceper, 
street inspector, electric light superintend- 
aiit, stmitai-y ollicer, and iMrs. .lamieson. 
The report liirther advised that no cloth- 
ing or ijoot.s be furnislieil by the cor|iora- 
lioii to aii\- (illicers other than the i)olice, 
and that the veterinary surgeon retained 
hy the city ht. reipiired to attend to all cor- 
poration horses for the .same fee wJiich he 
now receivcn for attendance ujion live of 
the number. This report was tabled for 
careful consideration. 

Fioiu the electric light comraittee was 
leot'ived the following report, explanatory 
of ivJiy certain lights asked for cannot bo 
immediately supplied : - • 

•' ViJtir electric light committee, having 
considered the petition of residents of Sev- 
enth street, as also that of Mr. 10. F. Woot- 
ton,on behalf of the wardens and comiiiit- 
teo of St. Ihiniahas church. h)r electric 
liglils at these i)oiiits, beg to report that 
1) ,viiig til the rai:L that the circuits are now 
ta.xed to their full capacity, it will be im- 
possible to grant the requests Unless cer- 
tain additions be made to the electric liglit 
plant and huihliiig, for wliich purpose it is 
the Intention of your cominitlee to ask lor 
an appropriation in the estimates." 

Tlie SI reets committee submitted the lol- 
lowing in explanation id' w hat they have 
been doing during the past seven days; 

•• Your streets committee, having con- 
siilered the undermentioned subjects, bOg 
to recommend a.s follows: (1) Thal_ the 
city eiiginc.er report as to the cost of the 
|jro])osed box drain nu Pine street; (2) that 
t he city engineer report as to the cost of 
laving a sidewalk on First street; (i!) that 
t h'e engineer investigate the eomlitiMii ol 
Ihirnside road; (■)) that the engineer esti- , 
mate on tlie cost of grading, draining and 
siilewalkiiig Aiuphion street and lieleher 
avenue; (o) that the nuisance conijilaiiied 
(d'bvW. (lourhe ISlaekie be abated ; (lij I hat 
thfcilv sidiidtorhe requested to notily the 
iiiaiiagVrs of St . Jidin's churcli that unless 
t hev remove their fence now eiicroacliing 
on llerald street action will be taken by 
t he council to compel removal; (7) that a 
ilrain be' laid on St. .lames street, James 
Hay ; and (8)— -that an additional corpora- 
lion horse be purchased. 

On the last recommendation on the list a 
long <lehate arose, the point of order being 
raised that this was not the jiroper proced- 
ure to adoiil where a matlerof expenditure 
was involved. The report with the omis- 
sion of the last clause was iiiiaiiinionsly 
adopted, luul to test the feeling on the im- 
portant issue involved. Aid. llacmillan 
moved, seconded by Aid. Wilson, " That 
this council is of opinion that the street 
committee should recommend to the coun- 
cil a reiiiiisition of ^l.'W or ^175 with the nh 
jeet of jinividing I'm- the purchase of a 
liorse." 

This motion was ruled out of order, and 
the board then passed on to the next order 
of business. 

Al.DEIlMANIC INDEMSrry. 

This came in the form of the resolution 
of which .Vld. Williams and Aid. Cameron 
had given notice some time ago, provid- 
ing for the abolition of aldennahic mdein- 
nity. In introducing this resolution Aid. 
Wi'l liams ^aid : 

Tliis is llie seeiiiid time this matter has 
been hefore the eoutiril, 1 having had the 
Inmor to bring it up myself duriin; the lat- 
ter jiart of last year, riiowliave the honor 
of again biiiigiiig it forward, lam still of 
the same oiiiinon as last year, that the 
duties of the aldermen should he purely 
legislative, and i a so doing I at least con- 
sider that the anioiint that is (laid hy way 
of salarv ijr enioliiment should he simply 
for the idiilies or tlie hibors tliat are pur- 
formed ill a legislative way. \S'i' cannot 
hut ndiiiit that the jiresent system gives a 
great doaf more lalior t ban is really neces- 
sary. At the same time 1 hud; upon it that 
if no salarv was attached to the position 
there would be many lorge iiroperty owners 
wlio would take more interest m sechringa 
position on the hoard than at present. 
Withoutenlarging any further on ihe sub- 
ject I simply bring it to the eoiineil again, 
and wish to move for its adoption." 

Ai-i>. Camkiion in seconding the resohi- 
tioii held that the e.veeulive eorjioratioii 
work should all he iloiie liy the ollieials of 
the city. .\t the preseiil time executive 
and legislative hmctions are coiihised, and 
much energy wasted in coiisi ipience. lie 
held that steps should be taken at once lo 
get the work of the council into wnrkim; 
eliaiiiiids. lie had not siip|iorted Aid. 
Williams' rcsoliiiion during the latter part 
of the vear on accouiitof the lateness of its 
lireseiitalion, but was heartily in favor of 
the priiiciple involved and had therefore 
second the resolution. 

Mm. rAiiTUinoK, though he had when 
before hi.s conslitueiits iiidield the fairness 
of compelisaliiig aldermen for tli-ir time 
lo,-t, luniiiiiiiced lii.- iiileiilion nf voting for 
the resolution, itia^tiiueh as the eoiiiicil 
had seen III to reduce the salaries of tlie 
majority of corporation iillicers and should 
lie 'tlioii'glit begin with themselves. 

At. II. Wii.so.\- believed ill indeniiiilyiiig 
the ahlcriiieii for their time lost, but 
tliought thai if aiiyof the board objected lo

A 1,1). Mauciiant favored the payment of 
the indemnity to aldermen and spoke at 
some length in favor of his position. He 
held that the resolution had for its object 
the exclusion of the poor man from the 
iirivilege of representation at the council 
l.oard. 

Aril. .M.^cMn.i,.\N looked n|ioii the reso- 
lution as a bid for po|iularity; he noted 
that Aid. Williams said nuthihg in regard 
to abolishing the salary fur the Mayor, and 
contended that the mover was but obeying 
the scriptural injunction to cast his bread 
u])on the waters in the hope thiit it would 
be returned to him in about ten monilis, 
I n the course id' a long address tie main- 
tained that the resnlut ion loidu-d toward 
the estalilishinent of a plutocracy and the 
exclusion of the working people from the 
administration of public allairs. ,\s to the 
iiidemiiilication ol aldermen, he held that 
il the public could not allord to pay hir 
their business being done it should not he 
attejided to. The whole reason for the 
resolution being introduced was that there 
were a number of the large taxpayers who 
were too nu'aii to pay for the services of the 
aldermen and wished to avoiil it. I'ersoii- 
ady it made very little diirerence to him. as 
ill any event he would not again oU'er him- 
self as a candidate for alder inai i ic honors, 

.•\l.ii. ( li.ovcu did not hidieve that the 
peojile of the N'ort li ward wanted 1 heir re- 
presentatives to serve for iiotfiing, and ac- 
i-ordiiigly would ojipose the resolution. 

.\i.ii. il 1 Mi uiticY took a similar stand, 
'fhose w ho hivored doing away with the 
small remiitieratioii now provided were ap- 
parently of opinion that their services were 
not worth even this small sum. He placed 
a somewhat higher estimate on the value 
of his time and energies 

Ai.ii. Wii.i.iAM.s, in closing the debate, 
said ; 

" I shall be very hrfef as the hour is late 
and those w ho liave gone before me have 
been somewhat leiiitthy. The argiiiueiit 
has been used lliat in doing away with sal- 
aries for ;ilileriiieii 1 Would be virtually ex- 
cluding the wi.rkinKinen. 'I'liis has not 
been the in lent ion from the hegiiiiiiiig. 1 
Ihink rather that it will lie an inducement 
and a help to workiugnien in this 
connection. It will induce the work- 
ingmeii to run f<jr aldermen ns it 
IS the evident intention to overlook .Take for 
e.vaiiiple a man ill the .Vlliioii Iron Worlis. 
He is engaged during the day for eight or 
ten hoiir>-. as t 111' case iiiny be. and would 
not have the time to take iij) the duties 
that now devolve upon an alderman. If his 
duties were purely legislative his employers 
would not object to his Inking time to act as 
a representative of 1 he jieople in the council. 
Now he could not possibly do so. He would 
have to give up his position, worth perhaps 
.<|ioor$lDUa month, and take this $30 or 
so. The statements of Aid. Mncmillan are 
strictlv correct, so far as his being re- 
turned at the head of the poll with a 
determination to nniiiilaiii aldermanic 
salaries, is eoni'erned. That was in 
the North Ward; in the Centre 
Ward 1 was returned at the head of 
the poll on just the opposile )iositioii. so 
that argoinieiil goes for very little. There 
were workiiigiiieii eleeleil as aldi rmeii and 
as mayors of Victoria in other years hefoii' 
any reniunerulion was attached to the 
offices and they discharged their duties 
faithfully and well. And so they would 
again; ol this I am com. dent. I >inly look 
on myself as a workingman for 1 have 
worked as liard as anyone. With these re- 
marks 1 will close ho|iing die resolution 
will comiiieiid itself to the council." 

The resolution was rejected, only the 
mover. Aid. Cameron and Aid. Partridge 
voting alllrmatively. 

MIBCBLLANEOUS UATTEBS. 

In accordance with the notice he had 
given in this respect the ilayor recom- 
mended to the council the following resolu- 
tion : 

■'ThotCity lOiigiiicer Wilmot be author- 
ized to act as supervising engineer ill the 
carrying out of the work at Heaver lake, 
for Ihe \'ietoria walerw()rks,uii(ler the niem- 
oraiuliiin of agreement made on .luly 12, 
LSI),"), between Messrs. Walkely, King it 
Casey and the corporation." 

Tli"is was productive of a short but inter- 
esting debate, the adoption of the resolu- 
tion being moved hy Aid. Tiarks and Wil- 
liams, the latter of whom ipiite agreed with 
the Mayor ill regard to the wisdom of the 
action proposed. Had the council acceded 
to his views in this connection last year a 
large sum of money would have been saved 
the ratejiaycrs. To employ any other en- 
gineer in the lirst jilaee to do the work that 
the city engineer should do was incorrect. 
ICUher the city engineer could ijuite well do 
the work or he was not capable for the 
position, and a better man should be ap- 
pointed. 

Ai.i). ^Macmillan disputed the compet- 
ency of Mr. Wilmot for the outside Work. 
He was no doubt a good man for the olfice, 
but ho should be kept there. It seemed 
very probable that the council was going to 
have trouble with the contractors, and a 
man with more firniness and backbone 
than Mr. Wilmot was required. 

Aid. Partridge and Glover held Mr. Wil- 



mot could not work effectively in two 
[ilaces at once, and couseipiently ojiposed 
the motion, as did .Mil. Hiiniphrey for 
practically the same reasons. 

The aniendmetu laliliiig llie entire mat- 
ter was ultimately adopteil. 

There was but little debate on and no 
opposition to Aid. .Marcliaiit's resolution 
respecting the James Hay Hats, wdiich reail 
ut tollows: 

" That Aid. Cameron, Williams and llie 
mover constitute a special committee to in- 
vestigateand report as to the best means 
of reclaiming and utilizing the waste lands 
known as the James Hay mud fiats." 

Then came that oft he same alderiuau re- 
questing the police comniissioners to sup- 
ply statistics relating lo iiroperty rented by 
women of ill-fame ami the numlier and 
names of this portion of the coniiiiunity. 
The resolution was seconded by Aid. Mac- 
millan, and was negatived witli very little 
discussion, only the mover anil secomler 
voting in support of i 1. 

The by-law to amend the Iloss Bay Cem- 
etery by-law was introduced and received 
its first reading, and the Mayor next pro- 
jxised the introduction of tlie by-law of 
whiidihehad given notice to repeal the 
legal advisers anpointrneiit by-lnw. The 
object, he explained, \\aa to carry into ef- 
feel the deteriiiiiiation of the council to 
combine the oflices of barrister and soliid- 
lor. The coiimdl saw lil to rejeet the reso- 
lution, and 1 1 is Worship closed the pro- 
ceedings of the evening with the obser- 
vation, 

" Well, gentlemen, you can proceed your 
own way after this." 



Uussiii Deteriniiit'd to Prevent .lap- 
aiiese lutriiifues itud to Possess 
the llci iiut Kiii<'di)iii. 



St. Pktei.siichu, March 2. — The No- 
voe Vremya says : " Kussia will main- 
tain the independence of Korea, and if 
Japan continues intriguing Russia may 
be forced to ncirupy the peninsula." 
Coiitiiiiiiiig, the paper says: "Japan 
must consider that if slic wdshes to ac- 
quire Korea she will have to hicc a war 
with Russia. Docs that prospect please 
her'^ The oiijiositioii to .liipan is becom- 
ing very pronounced in Russia since the 
outcome of the Japanese-Oliinese war, 
w liich showed the former to be posfiessed 
of greater strength and resources than 
had gcticrally bi'cii attributed to liei'. 
The Mikado now stands as a foriiiidalile 
liarrier to the successful iiroseciition of 
many clierislied Kussian sidicincs 
of diplomacy in the Fast and 
Kuasia's attitude with regard to Korea 
is an expression of her resentment 
and even cliagriii. Russia, it will be re- 
called, forced .lapau at the termination 
of the hitter's succcssltil warwdtb C!hina, 
to w ithiiraw her troops and forego her 
design oi marching on Pekin. Russia, 
moreover, loaned money to China to pay 
the indeniniiy demanded by Japan. 
This intervention on the part of Russia 
resulted in the .lapaiiese beiiiir practi- 
cally cheated out of the most iiiqa^rtant 
of the adviuitages wdiich they hoped to 
get from the war. The iiuligiiatioii of 
the Japanese peojiie at this is openly 
expressed both in the press and in the 
debates in eongiess. An attempt was 
even made to impeach the prime min- 
ister, the Maiijiiis Ito, who had yieliled 
to the threats id' Russia. 

Late news from Korea indicates that 
the Ruasiaiia are intriguini; directly in 
the capital with the king in their hands. 
I'^verything there goes to show thas Rus- 
sia la bound to have the peninsula, or at 
any rate to have the chief influence 
there. In this the support and sympa- 
thy of China are both with Russia, an 
iniilerHtiinding ap|)areiitly exis'iiig be- 
tween these countries on this and otlier 
jioiiits of policy. The gradual eiici'oach- 
meiits of Russia in Oliiiieee territory 
and the aeqiiisitiun of important rights 
and privileges, including the build- 
ing of certain railroads, are 
among the evidences of such 
agreements. Evidently one of the 
policies of RusBia ia to prevent, so hir as 
lies in her power, the " civilization " of 
China and Korea, believing that so long 
as these contries remain iu their present 
unenlightened and uhregenerato state 
they oirer legitimate objects for difi- 
niembennent in the near or distant 
future, accordiiig to events. In auch 
diamemberiuent RuBsia would expect 
the lion's share of the spoils. 



LAWYERS IN SESSION. 

Law Society of British Columbia Hold 
Their Annual Meeting and Discuss 
a Number of Subjects. 

The annual meeting of the Law Soci- 
ety took up tlie w hole of yesterday and 
a great variety of subjects wasitiscussed. 
Hon. A. N. Kicliards was in the chair. 
Among the resolutions passed was one 
to the effect that no Ann of barristers 
jiracti.siiig in the jirovince should retain 
in the firm title the name of any person 
who ia not a bona fide practising bar- 
rister. Some dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed at what waa considered by a 
number of the barristers as a con- 
fused condition of things in regard to 
the decisions on practice, and a desire 
was expressed tliat the practice should 
be inoie uniform. A coiniiiittce com- 
posed of Jlessrs. II. Dallas Helnieken, 
il.C, E. V. I5odwell and Gordon Hunter 
was appointed to wait on the judges to 
ask that the now tarifl' for taxing costs 
be put into effect. On motion 
of Mr, L. G. .Mcl'billips, Q. C, 
seconded by Mr. George Powell, 
it waa dccnied that ii committee 
composed of Messrs. Belyta, Bod well, 
A. E. McPhillips and Martin, should 
wait on the Attorney-General to ascer- 
tain wtiat action has been taken in re- 
gard to the resolution passed by the 
society on December 12, advocating the 
introduction of the Torrens system of 
land registration at the present session. 

The meeting waa not open to the 
press, but it was understood to he quite 
an animated one, these being a great 
deal of difi'erence of opinion in regard to 
some of the business. It was decided 
that a coiiimiftee he appointed to revise 
the curriculum for students.
